Ot doubting but your Worſhip hath heard of our 
late anti- parle with the Archduke Albertus heare 
in Oſtend, Which I aſſure my _ is of many wõ⸗ 
dred at, and againe, knowing that no ſmall number will 
iudge thereof, (ome according to their vnderſtandinges, 
and other ſome as they are carried with affection. I haue 
thought good to aduertiſe you of the verie truththere- 
of, for your worſhips ſatisfaction, and better content- 
ment of all Gentlemen to whome it ſhall pleaſe your 
worſhip to impart the ſame, whereinl aſſure you lhane 
plainely and faithfully ſet downethe truth without all fa. 
uour or affection, as hereafter followeth. 


SIZES Js Lo2dſhip hauing by many Letters foz the 
Ie. 1 ſpace ot two Poneths togither, ſolicited the 
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ok men, was ſtill anſwercd again with hope⸗ 
Nu full pzomiſes , mcane time his troupes in 
towne were generally harrazed 4 wozne out, 
eſpecially p Engliſh by guarding 4 watching 
in the wozkes without the Towne cuery (eccnd night foz the 
ſpace of fixe Poneths nr their durtie paſſage thither, and 
2 their

their my2ic guardes there, infecting them vayply with increaſe 
of ſicknelle, ſo as by diſcaſes and other accidents of warre, he 
hadnot remaining at the time of the Parley begun, being on 
Dandapy night the 1: of December after the old file, of 84 © 
ſoldicrs and vp wards.2i50:audfuchas know 0170149 0s if ig 
now, and haue withal any iudament in martiall cffattrs. can 
brſcernc thatthe Zowne alone cannotbec ſuffitiently guatden 
with z omen lcauing out of this computation the eutward 
wozkes and moſt part ofthe Counterſcarps, which are inda d 
p211ctpall pillars ofſafelic to this place. 

Againe the fury of the ſea hadſo demoliſhed the Rampart of 
the Zowne, that theſame lay very weake anb open 11 many 
placcs fo2 the Enemies paſſage, And{notwithlandiug that 
god indraudurs had ban vſed, and mach coſt beffowed to 
ſecure vs agatnlt both thoſe dangers, by ſtoze of long orene 
Liiſe-wob lodged in pile at the Nozth-wellt enbof the Faux 
ray, (the ſuppozt of the fot of the bulwalke called the Sands 
hill / and of like wod platted along the fote of the Sandhill to 
the.ſca-ward , faſtned (beſides the wozkmans arte) with 
great ſtoncs, and well lined with ſundzy ranks of Pallizadecs 
armed with long andſlrong nailes of Iron) pet did the Ene⸗ 
my in the darhnes of a boyſtrous night at a low water, ſo arte- 
fictally, aud uith ſuch expedition put fire to the ſame pile, ens 
tertaining our guards a god diſtance from thence, towards 
the Nozth-calt pait of the. eld Towne with an alarum, in the 
meane time that few enclined their eyes to this fiery buſines, 

untili the fire had fly embraced the lame pile. This alarum 
being, to ſay truth) colbip takenzth.c crienite fcl!cwed his point 
tillincp cameto the placcof our new Haven, being neare the 
$5: 2tb-calt raueliing and there finding the paſſage fo enter o- 
hen and no apparante ofreſidance, they entred, and comming 
ta ps d οεννẽ,/õ&z, they forind one onelp dꝛo wſep bird in the 
nei: u they killed, the ret being ſhemetully ticd after their

In the heate ofthis buſines, his Lo2dſhip llenderlp accom⸗ 
pantcd, fcll vpon the ſkirt of all the place where the ene mics 
were, aud being with much viflicultie perſwaded to ſtay his

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farther pꝛogrelle, till diſtoucrie might be made dekoꝛe dim, 
much troubled with fcarcof treaſcn hee ſentawap C aptaine 
Stwldcr Tommander of his owne con:pone. with one :aiſter 
Orcuill, Maler | vocatile, und ſome one oxtwo pꝛiuate men 
beſides Thee dumbled vpon the cncmie, againſt home ma⸗ 
king a countenance ef a charge by thrir vopees, Sa, La, 4c.put 
them to retire to the ſands by the ſame map thepentred were! 

by eit map be coneerned they had full view cf cur nem Hauen, 
there they percciuing the fewnes of thoſc that purſuct then, 
turned head, and witha Puſket. ſhot Captaine Stodder thes 
rough the arme, and then made awiy,nonceofours tn calc to 
follow the,by reaſon of their Cauallary,wherofwe haue none 
in tewne had this erro2 ben committed by any Engliſh Toms? 
mander, J durſt haue aduentured to haut made an Alma⸗ 

nack of his end. 
Tyis fire burned outragioully fo: the (Me didapes4nights 
without ceaſing, viz. fro Thurſdap night, till Sondap night, 
neyther could our ſoldiers come well to quench it, the enemies 
Cannon fill gining againſt them, when they offred thiſelues 
thereto,neither could the biilowes of the ſea, waſting at cucry 
tide far aboue the height of the fire extinauiſh the ſame. Foz it 
had gotten paſſage into the ground, and there found matter of 
continual nouriſhment, by ſuch timber e poſts as werelodged 
there,fo2 p ſuppoꝛt of the ſote of the picce,qthoughit had been 
quenched ſundꝛy times pct doth it burſt out ag ein, on Zewſs 
dap laſt 4 faw it burne againe mp ſcelfe. Dur chiefeſt enginozs 
are oſ opinion that the land heated with ſuch erkremitp, by ku⸗ 
rie of the fite in the pile of Niſe, is the thickeſt cauſe of the long 
continuante thercok, bp this fire the Faur bay, and the ſide of 
the Sandhill lying towards the ſea, wert both la; d open again 
to the mercy of all weathers and violence of the enemies, in far 
moꝛſe ſoꝛt then it was befoze, and this was another inſtance 
ok ind cement, xc. 

Another is, e that not p teaſf paſſane to alow foꝛ his L. was, we 
were 4are ſtil manp contrary aa iöôs intown, Eagliſn, reach, 
Scots, Wallons, ę Duch, and therbp a hotch- pot of dt: ary 4 dil⸗ 
fonant humozs. A natural inſtinq as p wozldkaoweth hauing 
diſiopntment of aſfeaions, pet hitherto wee haue had god

harmonie, 4 by his Loꝛdſhips well tempered cemmand, all hu⸗ 
mo2s well tuned, neaertheleſfe ſince the enemie had fozmerlp 
been pzactiſingby ſowing of fagions amongſt vs, his A. to 
pꝛeuent thc wozlk, lapd theſe reaſons as one ſtep to his pꝛoiea. 
Further his Lozdſhip had 4 little foztreſſes called Reddotts 
in hand at the ſame time vpon the Rampart of the oldtowne, 
foz the better ſecuring thereof with few men if the enemy che ld 
attempt vs,fo2 thoſe little ſkonſes would haue ben their ſcour - 
ges vpon their entrie, (ech on flanking other) s one guardatle 
againſt their furte with few men, fo2 beſidcs their Ramparts 
they now are fenced about with heighty and very ſtrong pallr- 
zadoes, theſe begun wozkes lay open and nothing neare finas 
ſhed, and this was another bzanch ofhis Lozdſhips feares . 
After al theſe cometh the maine which was, as his L o2dſhip 
was certainly enfozmed, that the Archduke wag reſolucd that 
night to attempt manner fullowing,viz. The counte de 
Bukquoy,who commaundeth the fozces on the Eaſt -ſive of the 
towne, was to giue onſet at the Nozth-eaft rauelling of the old 
towne vpon a low water which ſerued that time exceding wel 
fo2 their purpoſe falling out gboat 6 ofthe clocke at night. 
Then from the Weſt they purpoſed to trie vs by the Þand- 
bill, and in two plates moze of the old Towne viz.the pozt du⸗ 
pied which is a ſmal! rauelling in a counterſcarp, lying Weſt 
Noꝛth · weſt from the towne, and is inded a place of great in⸗ 
poꝛt fo; the kœping of the Towne⸗ dich full with water, and to 
pꝛeuent the enemies paſſage to ſcape our maine Rampart, and 
this place by furie of the ſea, and rage ot their Cannon, lap then 
merelp open and not tenable by any mcanos. 

Their other plates where to come on, were our onfward 
wozks, lying South and by Weſt from the to wne, called the 
South ſquare, the Poulder and the Weft ſquare, from which 
laſt wozke commonly called the Collonels wozke, they had as 
bout 3 werkes befo2e bene gallantly repulſed in the night by 


our guardauts, being all Englich, and dziuen to returne with 

farre leſſe bloud, then they bꝛought thither. 
Another reaſon which was very powerfull with his Lozds 
ſhip, was a noble + religious care and ſence to ſpare the effuſis 
| of

of fo much Chꝛiſlian blond as in all likclyhed,( if the enemic 
had aſſaied to carrie vs, by the reſolued furie) muſt haue dent 


ſhedon both ſides. 


Tnueſted with theſe extreames of impendant dangers, his 
Loꝛdſhip after many bitter trauerſes thzough his great hart 5 
ſcoznes to ſtœpe, to the mightieſt enemy whoſocucr, found that 
neuertheleſſe the bett. 4 moſt aCured paſſage to general ſafetie, 
was to tempoꝛize with the enemie by a parlep, foꝛ dolus at vu- 
tus quis in hofte requitat, till the finiſhing of his wozks in hand, 
and the arriuall of his ſuccours howzely crpecedz\ might lcttle 
him againe in tearmes of better aſſurante. | 

But by the way, J had fozgotten to tell pou fir, that vppon 
pzecoſultation,al onr outward wozks aboue mentioned, were 
tobe abandoned, qall our men dzawne into the towne, and ſo 
they were, fo2 as J ſapde befoze, the pauaifie of our numbers 
was ſuch as came farreſhozt of a pzopoztionable guard fo; the 
town alone, yet thzough the flacknes of the ſtates, his Lozdſhip 
had fozmerly ban dꝛziuen to extenuate his ſapd wozks to halfe 
their greatnes, to make them guardable by few men, foz they 
doe much impoꝛt the ſafeticofthetowne. | 

Nowefir,to lay our weaknes thug open to the enemie, to 
his ſo great aduantage and incouragment, and notwithftand- 
ing to bee little oz nothing ſecured thereby, what a gaule and 
excrutiament it might be to his L. thoſe that know the tem⸗ 
pet of his ſpirit, can eaſily coniedure. 

Do ſummoning as I ſapd in ſoꝛt befoꝛe, all his conſiverati- 
ons together, he flcd to that refuge neceſſitie ſhewed him to be 
the moſt aſſured. And her eupon called all his Captaines of the 
ſeuerall nations togither, oz ſo manp of them as were not in 
guard, the time would endure no delap. This being towards 
euening on the Donday fozmerly mentioned, they all hearing 
his conceipt, applaude it, and the Netherlanders mo2e foz- 


ward then all the reſt doe almoſt pzeſſe him with impo2tunt 


tics to diligent the execution thereof, offring themſclues to be 
agents therein, but chzanke in the wetting immediatlp: 
which coldnes 4 rcfuſall ot theirs, had almoſt quite vntwiſted 
the clewoftheir late reſolution. Jn the ende Captaine Ogle 
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Lieutenant Collonel fo his Lo2dſhip, and Capt. Fairfax are de» 
Nined to bee the men, as Voſtages cncly fo2 ſuch as the Arches 
duke ſhould ſend hither to treate with his Lo2dlhip, 

And ſo immediately vpon ſound of one of our dzummes from 
the pozt Dupied, aitcr loſſe of ſome bzeath by Capt, Ogle who 
was vaheard, called ti them a good (pace in Spaniſh from 
thence, they were rouſed to attention: being (as was tonuc⸗ 
tured) buſie about their enterptiſe, and ſo, not ſo attentiue as it 
is like other wiſe they would haue been, conſidering how neare 
and dangerous neighbours we ars one to the other, 

All this tedious diſcourſe, J haue been bould to trouble pour 
wozlhippc withall, onely as a lantho2ne to.giue you the beſt 
light J could, fo2 the thꝛough vnderſtanding of our eſtats eue⸗ 
rp wap, and now J will bung the acting of this pzorect befoze 
pou vpon the ſtage, heſæching your pardon if ꝙ ſhall ſeme tax⸗ 
able foꝛ idle lightnes, by inſerting accidentall teſts in a ſubic 
of ſuch weight and ſeriouſnes: foz many times, Ducunt et ſe- 
ril ng, 

Bus Lo2dſhip as J haue befoze declared, hauing made ten⸗ 
der of his harſh taſt ing parlep, J name it harſh in regard of his 
conſtraint, thereto finding the enemie verie tractable, and ex⸗ 
coding pꝛompt to entertaine the ſame, did without any loſſe of 
time the ſame cueningſend away to them the two foze⸗ named 
Captaines, Ogle and Fairfax, vppon faith giuen ſoz their ſafes 
tie and returne. A truce and generall ceſſation of all hoſtilitie 
on both ſides being pꝛomiſed during the time of their treatie 
fo: land mattecs, but no further, Yereby our abandoned 
wo:kes remained neutrall, although quited by vs, pet not 
la wlull to be poſſeſſed by the. UA pon the arriuall of our Hoſta⸗ 
ges in the enemies armie, they were bz 2ught to his Allele at 
his ſkonſe of Albertus, he foz welcome vailed his hat ſparing⸗ 
lp, bad them welcome, demaunded of what natien thcp were, 
whether they had inſtructis from our Generall, to treate with 
him about this plate, and vppon their anſwere thereto nega⸗ 
tinely, he aſked them further if there were not fraude inten⸗ 
. ded, They antwere as Jgnozants of any, e that they are one⸗ 

ly ſent as hoſtages foz ſuch as his highnes thould pleaſe toſend 
to

fo his Logdhip about the pzepoſed buſines: and ſo with a ſe- 
ct nd, but moze flender reſpea with his Wat, tbep were carried 
from his p2cſence to the lodging of Don \ugultino de me 1:3, 84 
grap and graue headed Spanyeard COcuerneur cf the Callile 
of Amt arp, chiefeCcnmenntcrotite ict ice fozirs at Þ 
weſt/end of this tcwn,a gen'lcma of moſt accoplitiit vertucs, 
by their applauſes:in the chamber of this routh ull old gallart 
(fo2 tohiscrap head ter werarctha gronchalite! they were 
lodged, the place being beautined with fatic hangings ard re- 
ctp20call toꝛr eſpendent in ihe ict By allthe gollar.ts.

Judiciall teach, came into the tone, but his Kort ſl ip poicc⸗ 
ting fillthe meanes to winne time, and how to entertaine de⸗ 
laics,did as was imagined (vpon p appꝛoach of the two Spa⸗ 
niards) attended cuer the water at weſt. with abeut 6c hozſe, 
cauſe an alarum to be taken, fc hee ſ a dt Where he ſaw them 
all plaincly, and lad hold on the manner of their cen ming foz 
his aduantage charging them with bzeach of p2zemiſe, and os 
ther ſoulder-like taxatiers, and ſo ucult r.ciherſprake with 
them, no2 ſe them, but gate percamptozic cennsunde, tfat 
they ſtculd tefozthwith returned Tack; theitupenthepbtie 
eondiicedLacktotteplace Wbheictheycene cucr, Lit tbe ſea 
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gent maioz to Simon Anth ino geutinout of Antwerp towne. / j- 
both Spaniards and men of pꝛempt and ſmart ſpitittes, and,

being growne which his Loꝛdſhip knewe well inough, denyed 
them pallage, and thereupon backe againe into the towne they 
tame fraug it with new hopes ok better intertainm et(y heate 
ok their deſire ſeling vp the epes of their iudgment) his L, 
being aduertiſed hereof, gaue pꝛeſent ozder they should be ſent 
away by thc Eaſt. 
Now ſtr vou may plcaſe to know that Serano being ſcarce well 
pleaſed (not vithſtanding the large walke betwene the ſkonſe 
Albertus, and their treaches)grewe ſomewhat lwearie, and de- 
ſired to ſtap in towne all night, but that would not bee graun- 
ted, and ſo the Sergiant Patios of the ftowne (Captaine Car- 
pentet by name, and one Captaine Clecre a Scotſh man) con- 
uopde them thzough the towne, with euerp ſtepp vp the knees 
(at leaſt in durte and myꝛe, fo as the tired Spaniard began 
to endure a bꝛeach in his pacience vpon the Þpanthh bulwark, 
which lyeth at the Eaſt⸗end of the towne, a ſpeciall Paguizine 
of durte and mpꝛes, ſtanding vp to the knees, he deſired ſome 
Tobacco foz his refreſhing, exclaiming in French, Ah la ne- 
chant vil'e de Oſtend, but in ſtead thereof (becauſe there was 
none to be had) he, and his aſſociates were pzcſented with 4 
potts of god Engliſh Bere, which went downe merilie, and 
ſo thꝛoughly be durted, they were b2ought to the Sentinell ot 
Cauallarie on the Caſt-ſands, and out of their extreames and 
mp2te wearines, they lodged at Taft all night, with Count De 
Ducquov, not being able to recouer the Archdukes quarter be⸗ 
foe the next day at None. Aud hereby ſo much time was got⸗ 
ten. 
After the returne of the two Spaniards to their Duke, the 
ſame men were againe appointed to triehis Lo2dſhippe once 
moze, and ſending woꝛd ourr to vs thereof, were admitted to 
come, (our Captaines all this while remaining with them 
vpon faith atuen as afozeſapd.) The Sergiant Paioz of the 
towne demaunding which wap he ſhould bzing them in, his 
Loꝛdſhippe willed hun to guide them where they might come 
ſoft enough, ſoꝛ teare of emboſling their feet on the hard ones: 


Sapug withall, that beſides their durtte walke, they ſhoulde 
come 
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come to as cold a bargaine as euer they met Wal in their liucs, 

Clppon thcir entiie(which was vpen Fonday night they 
ere dircaly bꝛeugbt to his L o2dſliip, being in bis Chamber, 
after enterchang ef complements, his Lezeül ip begen its er- 
cuſe ſoꝛ the rudenes he had committed the night bekeze, cenic- 
fing he had ban vn⸗ciunl charging (neucrthelcſſe the eccaſt- 
on thercoivrpen their Krange manner of comming quer, and ſo 
accozdingto tte Law of Bearne which 1g Que le battu paycra 
L. Amend, thry were plagued and muſt beſides confelle them» 
ſelues wo2thy thereof. 

They being ho! cn the cheſt, fam cal to digett tiat, x ſap, 
nolv they hope his Loꝛdſhip e they ſhould agree : de anſu erce, 
The agreement is caſily made it his tighnce will raiſe his 
ſiege, and ſuffer vs (as his poze netghbours to liue by him in 

peace , Scran» replied, thats not his errand thither, but hopes 
Que vous lerez. de noſtte bandes, bis Lo2dihippe (to cutte off 
further pꝛogreſſion in this diſcourſe) tells them after this wea⸗ 
rie-ſome 1ournep, it is moze fitting to entertaine chem with 
meane refreſhing, then with ſerious crpoſtulation, and ther⸗ 
vpon intreates them to Supper, whercto thep peilde. And al⸗ 
though it were their Chaiſtmaſſe euen, and thercby faſting 
day, they did not fo2bcare eating fiſh, eggs, and ſuch ionkets, 
beſides as a towne ſo long befieged could aff@2d , taking out 
in Clarret wine what they lacked in meate. Scrano dzinking 
fo2 his ſhare aboue fiftie twoo glaſles of wine, beſides Beeres 


anſwering euery man in the cuppe, and vet gaue no manner 


of appearance ofpeilding any way to diſtemper. During their 
ſitting at ſupper, manp ſmart ieſtes were bandied with good 
dexteritie on both ſides. Amongſt others, J remember Scrano 
plotting a paſſage by cirtumſtãce of wozds:to diſcourſe of their 
perfect buſines, gaue his Lozdſhip occaſion to tell him that his 
Altcfle deſired all, and the States woulde willingly part 
with nothing. The Spanpard replycd, that the Archduke 
demaunded but his owne: to that his L. tolde him, hee had 
neuer ftndied the Lawes to Judge of mens titles, but that 
m England wee W e I 1 yore 
p 0 
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of the 12, the lawe is bounden withall, xc. Another was,hys 
Lo2dſhippe told them, that now his highnes hauing continued 
bis ſiege with ſuch admiration and kame, as that in this age x 
compaſſe ofthe woꝛld, the like hath not bern heard off, and dꝛi- 
uen vs to abandon our outward wozks, x to retire our ſelues 
altogither ints our towne, he might with great honour ariſe 1 
leaure vs, and thereby pꝛeuent the ruine of his armie, which 
though wet lodging, and continuall labour, muſt neds be ex⸗ 
treamly decaved. and alſo pꝛeuent the effaſion of much Chziſti⸗ 
an bloud gtgcrwile. 

To this Serano replied, that ſince his U. had with ſach hos 
nour as was applauded th2o'1ghou!? all Chꝛiſtendome. ſo long 
pꝛeſerued this place againft ſo powccfullan enemie, and that 
as thep all knew moſt certainely, many ertremities hadouers 
taken hum, whereby he wag enfo2ced to withd2awe himſelfe 
wholly into th it little ruinous neſt, it could bee no manner of 
blemiſh to him to peild, xc. 

Thus eyther of thein by contrarie intended imputations las 
baured to extoll his owne carriage and p2avſes : many other 
pꝛainpt caunterbuffes were paſſed, which (to anopde tediouſ⸗ 
nes) 40:1er-palle :aftec ſupper the ©panyar?s (wearied with 
their late myꝛie iournies) were by his Lo22thippe conducted ta 
theit lodging, where with a llender guard fo2 faſhion ſake. be- 
foze the outwardeſt doꝛes of the houſe, they reſted til moꝛning. 
Befoze which ime z Ship es of waorre | den with 6 compa- 
tics of /eland ſolbiers arriued in the toad, he oꝛe the fowne, 
which the enemie withont. ſe ng it, is eaſily to indge wnether 
he was offended 02 no. Ne: oipor, betimes on the Tueſdape 
moe ning thep ſent in po“ fo2 his U. reſolution, and ><rano 
hinſelie (although inoꝛant of dur ſupplic) impoztuned his L. 
fo2 anſwete, ec. which he rercaues fo:thiwith ſa. bing to this 
effect, viz. 

That it was true ef one wants thzonah thc iong contra⸗ 
rietie 57 the winde andother ted ats had one hen him, 
and ther2by he enkoꝛced to make 3fe of us bit, fo helge im⸗ 
ſelfe by winning of fine, ill hte (urne mas c herw'eſe ſarued,

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winde pioſpicious, and his neceCſitie ſupplied, he could not in 
honour p2oceede to traſique with them anp further, neither had 
moze to ſaye to them, vntill a newe extremitte, (if any miabt 
happily lap new hold on him) ſhould occaficn him thercto, hos 
ping his highnes as a vertuous and woꝛzthie Pꝛince would net 
take it ill, that as a martiall man he had pꝛadiſed and cempaſ- 
ſed the beſt meanes foz the pꝛeſeruation of his honour.and ſatc- 
tie by the oꝛdinarie and vſuall courſe of men of warte. 

The Dpantards (hauing the faire hopes of his fruitfull har- 
neſt thus quite blaſted with this cold nipping anſwere) did nes 
uertheleſſe in the moſt teaiperate manner he could, ſmother ! 
ſuppꝛeſſe his almoſt choaking diſcontent: foꝛ hee dꝛeamed by p 
negotiating of this buſines, to haue made himſelſe famous to 
enſaing ages and ſo with this cold bꝛeake⸗faſt in ſtead of his 
Chziſtmaſſe pie) he fozthwith devarted, leauing his compa⸗ 
nion behind him, till our Captaine ſhould be returned home: 
his paſſage backe was by boate at South weſt frem the Pol⸗ 
der Rauclling, where he could ſæ almoſt no part of our ſoꝛtiſt⸗ 
tation, vpon his repaire into their trenches,Capt.t antax wag 
ſent home, and the Lieutenant ſtated, ſo as they held ttc moze 
woꝛthy perſon. About 4 ofthe clock the ſame day, Captaine 
Ogle came to þ ſands at weſt againſt the poztc Du pied, accom- 
panied with the great Parſhall of the enemies Campe, and 
with one Owen an Engleh tug tine, taping foz the ©paniſh 
Seriant Batioz here in omne, te hauing dined with mp 
I.. after the duch entertai.umert was conducted out of towne 
by Capt. Srudder to p ſame place where Scrano had ben fo2- 
merly imboated. There was a litile ſtraining courue who 
ſhonld be paſſed fir, But the! 1512tenant Collone!l ſtode not 
much thercon2n, although eds wit acrverfon and the ſubiec 
of a farre mo: abſolnte ind resse Miuince, the realon(as {| 
learned) being ber zaſe we hiv oa the potitioners, and io the 
Spantardcarrt-<0 it. 

This 4 eſge t \'lp aberued veing pꝛeſe bt, and ſaing the ac- 
ting!“ reo“ is J 3: uſo that hie . (although hee ſpeaketh 
Sp 311 verpredilp did 10twicyſtanding vle onely ß French 
tongue with the twao Spantardes, whichall the Buch Cap? 
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taipce Envdertanding) they kneweofall tl of peſed, end ther⸗ 
by all iclouſle p2zeuented, The tiuth is, the teatelaye cn our 
ſide bihere the Spanpatd wee, and ite water then eL ling, cas 
tied it with a ſwift courſe to the erienites hide, ic that (es it 
then appee red) when they had giuentbe adelwe cn both des. 
and Capt. Oglecntted into the boate, the Hi gs cot ld not re⸗ 
une againſt the ſtteame, but diurnng With the lime, landed 
jun on our counter ſcaip, where be !heyght Lift, and here cea⸗ 
ud our Utibtite, J call it a Jubine, (oz Turnigiths ceſſati⸗ 
on of hoſttiitic, à thinke there 1flucd out o the ricighbour cnc» 
mictowncs aboue 2 00 Burgers with their wiucs,zc.to come 
to the Archdukes cam pe, walking vppe and dewuc the ſandes 
and trenches of the enemie, vericnare thetcwne, 88 though 
we had been all god friends, and ſo did their ſoldiers likewiſe: 
but ours kept within of purpoſe to concealc cur weaknes, and 
notwithſtanding faith entcrchangably giuen to fozbcare all 
violence during the treatie, pet did cur Whole treuprs hold 
continuall, and acnerall guardes without relying vpon any 
pꝛomiſe at all. All this while cur wozkcs inthe eld Lewne 
were aduanced with all diligence, and ſccrefiepcfiible, and 
made defenſible befozeonr Part ended. Zur nc wee foꝛces lan⸗ 
ded alſo this day. betwerne 12 and 2 af the clocke in the culde 
towne, in deſpight of the enemies Cannon, without anye 
moꝛe loſſe then the hurt of the two fhippers, eas J can learne 
of two ſoldiers, but none killed, noz thoſe moztally weun⸗ 
ged. 
And pet to giue the enemie his due by ſaying the full truth, 
they were moze then bountifall of powder and ſhot, to hin- 
der our mens landing. All this while wee remaxned quiet on 
both ſides without thotte little oz great, but the next moz⸗ 
ning (being Wedneſdap) they firſt opened the wintowes of 
their wontco diſpleaſure; it being n. Loꝛds plcaſure, that e- 
ucrie man in towne ſhould be quiet, till the ent mie ſyculde 
giue occaſion to the centrarie, and then wee reſaluted them 
with goed Cannon, and ſo all thinges ſtand on their fozmer 
frame, all our out ward wozkes repellcüed and guarded as 
befoze 


lf, 


befoze , and ſo wee line daply expecting moze ſupplies from 


the States, that our poꝛe men mape nowe atlat bee re- 
freſhed in Holland after their longe and mtſerablc tople. 
Aee haue vnderſtode of late by an Italian gentle in 
one ok their Tentinells Perdues, who was bought pꝛiſoncc 
into towne, that the Archduke is highly ofkended with his 
counſell of warre fo2 diuerting him fro the execution ol his re- 
ſolution, wich was t3hauc attemoated vs on the Sondape 
night, (fo often ſpoken of betoze) with 6000 men, xc. that by 
reaſonoftheertcemitie of his paſſion, fewe of then dare come 
inhisp2cſence, fo; pꝛeuenting his opo2tunitic by their dif- 
(waſt2ns: andb2Aades that, he is no leſſe diſplcaſed to haue 
been ſo mocked by his Lo2d!hip, | 

Faz the futuce, if the @c 1tes fide themſclues able, and 
h aue withali a will to continue the charge, which the de⸗ 
fence of this place hath alceady, and will ill dzawe vp⸗ 
pon them: (the Archdake continuing his ſiege byreltening it 
with competent numbers of well affected ſoldiers, and 
other needefull p2ouiſions) there is pet no appearance of 
daunger, no2 cauſe to feare the enemies p2cuapling : but 
if thep flacke ſaile , and giue the Duke ſuch an other o⸗ 
po2tunitte (as hee had nowe of late) they, and all the wo2tb 


beſides, may be aſſured hee will make his belt vſe there- 


of, 

By Cannon there remaineth ſmall hope fo2 him, ik the 
States faule not to ſend Riſe-ww)d to repaire therewith in 
the night wgat hee ſp2pleth in the d ip: fo2, with Riſe and 
ſandemingled, w2 worke chiefly on both (tes, we haue al 
re dye endured!avoug 1615 do Tananenacs, and pet all our 
bitions,and dekonces til eme ano tenable, gauing only their 
01:p.479 faces ſon: bat diſcountenanced by th? tucte of the 
in inp y3t maT oi tiem Haut endared, eſpectally the ſands 
hill, which is ſa farced with bullets, that (our men labguring 
to dꝛiue in ſpiked pallizadoes) doe often tumble vpan 6025 un 
one hole tanith2c: 415 tyre piles, ozpallizadoes often hind2ed 
in their enttante by the abundance 27 bulizts lodged in their 
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wap. 

To vnderminevs it is not poſſible,ſolog as we can hold what 
wee haue, foz to the Landward lie our cutwoz;ks, to pzevent. 
their appꝛoches that wap, our ether places of paſſage are wa- 
ſhed veric high every Tide, and ſo the ſea affoꝛdeth them little 
time to wozke againſt vs, where it challenceth paſſage , Wes 
lides this, all our Bulwarks loking towards their trenches 
are vnited, and pꝛepared foz2 all ſuch accidents. 

Then, epther furic, faction, oꝛ fainine muſt open him way, 
foꝛ furie here is little cauſe of feare, if (as J ſayde befozc) ths 
States can, and will furniſh their towne with ſufficient nu- 
bersof men. . 

Fo2 faction, the vigilancie, and diſcretionof the Comman-. 
der, being a man of ſound vndeiſtanding, trained in this oc⸗ 
cupation, may eaſilie bzeake thoſe impoſtumations, as hether⸗ 
to his Lozdſhip hath done, to the great increaſe of his honour, 


and better appꝛobation of the ſoundnes of his iudge ment: toz 


the enemie made an Engliſh man, one Simon Coniſbye, an in⸗ 
ſtrument to woꝛke foz him that wap: but J p2cſume that Co- 
nil bye by the rack, and ſmart of the whip at the gallowes fot, 
hath learned a lcſſon to ſeke ſome other trade tothztue by, and 
the fello we was in my charge to kape, and ſounde by queſttos 
ning, and expoſtulations,and thereby J knowe the managing 
of that buſines. * 

And to be famiſhed (vnleſle both the ates, and England a⸗ 
bandon vs) were verie ſtrange:fo2(nofwithſtanding all þ bats 
tries the enemie hath epther at Caſt, o2 Uleſt, on the ſandes 
oꝛ piles of the culd Hauen, oz elſe where) we haue, when the 
winde ſerueth. ſome nights 40 ſailes of Hopes and Smackes 
come in togither, and ſcarſe ont man hurt. We haue turther⸗ 
moꝛe a neu hauen almoſt redie, where night and dap Ships 
map paſſfe at pleaſure. Beſides, if both theſe ſhould faile, the 
ſtates may ( with long boates which they call ſloupes) land as 
ny thing in the old towne, as they did their Zclandſoldiers of 
late, marte this plate ſerueth only fo2 ſuch ſmall open boatcs, 


but foz no Yoxcs noz Boates of burthen. 
i And 
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And ſo fr foz a Concluſion, if the ſtates ſtand vpen tearmes 
of honour, and ſtart not aſidelike a bzoken bowe it having 
van their faſhion to grow wearte of ſach chargeable nurſe chfls 
dzen, as thep tearme it here) pou ſ@ many apparant pzobaby 
lities foz their holding ofthis towne againſt the Archduke, foz 
a longer time then is expected: he will waſt hun ſelle befozeit,x 
pet all the charge of his armis and of all pzcutfiors is bozne by 
the country, who haue, and doe hill furniſh him verie plinti- 
full with allnecefſaries. Beſides, the reconctie of this towns 
would be ſo benefictall vnto him, and ſuch caſe to his ſubieds, 
as thep haue god reaſon to tric their vttermoſt meanes to cars 
rie it: foz beſides, that it would abſolutely fte all Þ ſea coaſts, 
and country within of roads, and incurſions, wherewith they 
are ercedingiyp infeſted by this towne, and withall giue the 
Archduke god conucniencie foz the lodging of his gallies and 
other ſhipping with little coſt. Jt would enable him to bzing 
at the leaſt 60co men moze into the field pearely, then he now 
doth oz can. Foz hee is contrained to hold many guarriſong 
in ſkonſes builded hcere and there in the land, to block vp this 
towne, which require many men foz their defence, and dꝛaw 
on fo; their wages, and by foztification, gc. a mightie charge. 
Theſe men, e charges J lap, it he could pꝛeuaile here, would 
ber conuerted to other vſes, anda ſpacious countrie of fertile 
ground now ouer-flowed, and ſeruing to no bſe, in fewyearcs 
wholly recouered and made p2ofitable, and all contributions 
(which the fcare of this guarriſon enfozceth) from the Boozes 
quite cut off, 

As X was about the ſhutting vpp of this tedious and ill di⸗ 
geſted diſcourſe, Newes came that the Archduke hath nows 
at laſt pacified,and reconciled all his mutinous ſoldiers which 
baue ben long time in Brabant, as at Derſt, Herentalls and o- 
ther places thereabouts, holding fo2 none but fo2 themſelues 
(their diſcontent growing from want of pay, which it ſameth 
the Tuke hath not giuen them contentment of. ) And that 
thoſe fozces being neere 5000, and marchingthis way to re- 
enfozce the enemies Campe, and to fozce vs if they can, ths 
ue, time will bing fozth. MPeans tume, with moſt humble

Pis ownefranailes (vnleſſe he had a body of bꝛalle, being 
continued any long time) muſt needes dꝛawe him into ſtcknes 
fo: there paſſe fewe nights, wherein hee walksth not abzead, 
oz watcheth not the moſt part thereof, and in the day time hee 
is fo continually poſſeſſed with buſnes, that be hath no time 
folleepe, and fewe men fæde mo2e ſparingly .

— of Olt-end, but artet he had found hu hope thus 
detuded, (as is beboze (apde).vwas kindled with greatet w3ath 
againſt the towne then at any tune befoze. Ind hertupen toi 
to tounſeil with his Collonels and Captaincs, what courſe be 
might beſt take in this ſo waightpa cauſe, and reuenge this 
widckerie done to him and his whole eſtate. After much reaſons 
Ring and debating (contrarie to the opinion of ſome of his bet 
app2oued, Captaines, and Councellozs ) it was concluded, 
that withall his fo2ccs, a deſperate attempt ſhould be made at 
one inſtant, as well vpon the trenches and connterſcarps with ⸗ 
out the towne, as byon the ould Hauen, ſoz the winning ofthe 
ould to wne, oꝛ at the leaſt wiſe of the ſand- hill: The ozder of 
which enterpziſe with the dap, and time being nowe reſolued 
vpen, ſach Mallons, Germaines, 4 others as had befoze mu- 
tined in diucrs places, were with monep pacificd and com⸗ 
maunded to the Campe, L adders, Shouels, Spades, Pick⸗ 
ares, and all other neteflaries were pꝛouided. 
In the mcane time the Archdnke (to helpe the errour of his 
fozmer w2iting, 4 perſwading himſelfe that the towne ſhonld 


wot be able to withſtady kurie of this fozcible enterpꝛiſe) ſent 
C 2 poſts 
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poſts into all places (as beſdꝛe) advertifing his friends againe 
of this reſolution, and that he made no doubt, but within ten 
oz kourten dapes to haue the towne at his commannd, 

Dn Mondap therefoze, being the rxviij. dap of December 
laſt An, 1601, being the day appointed foz this great attempt, 
An It alian( who was among the reſt appointed in ß firſt ranks . 
to begin this charge, at the oald Hauen, and knowing the ac; 
tion to be moſt deſperate, and therefoze (male hope left him e- 
uer to returne with his life) fled from the enemies Campe, and 
with his Rapier in his mouth ſwome into the Hauen, and be⸗ 
ing reteaued into the towne, declared vnto the Lo: Generall, 
that the ſame day about; of the clock in the aſter⸗ none, when 
the water was cbbed fromthe walls, the enemie would with 
all his foꝛces make his attempt both at the ould Nauen, and at 
p wozks without the towne with ten Choufand men, and that 
be was fled thither, to ſaus his life as is befoze fapd: declaring 
farther; that it was reſolued to renae the aCanlt ihe two next 
Bates following, 4 affirmed that it they were the firff day vas 
liantip repluſed, there was no doubt to be had that thefelviers 
would bee bzought to the like banquet theother two dates. - - 

Sic Frauncis Veare (1udging vefo2e that the enemie hadſome 
ſuch intent, by reaſon that he did all the ſame day as in-þ night 
defoze continue choting againſt the Sand: hill and pozt Dupi- 
ed) had alredie giuen oꝛder to the Captaines fo2 the manning 
of the walls, trenches, and Counterſcarps, and cauſed peces 
of Dꝛoinance to de remoued, and planted 7 great murthering 
pteces vpon the entrance ofthe Hauen, which were well laden 
with ſquare and muſket ſhut , not omitting any thinge chat 
a wil and vigilant Commander onght in ſo waightis a cauſe 
to fozcſee, intouraging his people to play the parts of god ſol⸗ 
diers, and to beſtow their ſhot well, and among the thickeft of 
thc enemies when they ſhould make their appꝛoach. 

Men the houre appointed was come, and the water fallen, 
as is befo2e witten, the enemie marched towardes the ould 
Vauen 40 men abzeft, the fozmoft rancks carried Shouels, 
Spades, and Pick⸗axes, the next tarried Ladders, after them 
foltawed Targets, armed men, and Puſkets, all 3 
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ward with ſach reſolution, as if they had made accomp! ts 
haue foũd no refitance at all, but they wers as gallatly,z with 
like cozags receaued, g at al places anſwcred with lc Ce of their 
beft bloud, as well without the towne, as at the old Yauca, 
where the murtherung paces cauſed the enemies to fall, as rot- 
ten ripe apples from the tries in a mighty ſtoꝛʒme. And although 
they could not enter the hauen, but they muſt goe in water vp 
to the knes, they pꝛeſled fozward, and thoſe which came be- 
bind, put fozward the fozmo& : But ſodenly (as fir Fraunc us 
Veerc had befoze ozdained) twos llutes were opened, the ons 
giuing way to the land waters, and the other to the waters of 
the ditches about the towne, by reaſon whereof many of the e- 
nemies (not able tokepe their foting) were dzowned,and ths 
others tode in water vp to their Raucls,ſo that their ſhot ſer- 
ned to no vſe,fo2 y their pouder was hereby wet, but were fo2- 
ted to fight with their ſwo2ds capiers: the fight continued 
an both ſides with great furie, ard keſolution, vntill the dark⸗ 
nes of the enening fo2ced them to retire, whereof they were 
not a little glad, foz the laughter was verie great on the ene- 
mies ſide, moſt Mallons, Dutches and other Nations to the 
number of 1 500, beſides many that were wounded. Pany of 
the enemies had made pꝛouiſton of bꝛead and chaſe tyed behind 
them to their girdles with a pece of match, thinking therwith 
to help themſelues foz a day oꝛ two (if nede ſhould ſo require) 
after they had gotten the ſand hill as they made full accompt, 
and there to ſecure themſelues from the (hot of the towne fo; 
a time, vntill they might with greater fozce aud oppoztunitie 
obtaine the out> towne. In this aſault at all places, there 
were not aboue 40 of the towne ſouldiers ſta ine and hurt: the 
Loꝛds name be bleſſed therefoze⸗ 

In this aCanlt the enemies hoꝛſemen were appointed to 
follow the fotmen at the hales, and were commanded by the 
Dake not to ſuſter them to retire, but to foꝛte the fill fozward 
on their enterp2iſc, which they fo2g5 t not to accompliſh: but 
as it ſhould ſxme not altogither with their owne ſecuritie,foz 
ſome of the hoꝛſes with their ſaddells and bzidels haue fince 
bean taken vp at Sluce, Fluſhing, Weſt:cappell, and other 
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places ot cland, as it pleaſed the winde end Wanres to dzius 
them. 

The Lozd Generall Orpt little the nighte ſolls wing, buf 
was buſied in tozttfring and repairing ſuch places agreas- 
ding tothe tune was requiſite, doubting len enemte would 
the nert day renue his attempt, wkcrunto the Art wans 
ted not any god will, but could not p2cuariew s ſoldiers 
to viſite ſo vnkindeanhoeft - Pet ſuch as ce me lately cut of. 
Flaunders repo2t that ö Archdirke had appointed voon Tue 
day laſt paſt being the xij. day of this moncth of Innnatte to 
giug a newe affault vpon the towne withallhts fozces, and to 
thak end had pꝛouided 2c o armo2s of p2oofe. But the enec⸗ 
mies ſouldiers vnwilling to tome toſo deſperate attempt. 
haue denyed there ſernice, ſo that a mutinie is grotene in the e⸗ 
nemies Campe, 20g and odge are alredy appꝛehended 4 ſcme 
of the ring leaders exetute w hereot wee thall ſhoꝛtlygeare 
further. . . 

In the meane time let all god Chziſtians pꝛayſe Ged foz 
theſe his wonderfall vidoꝛies, and with humble and heartte 
pꝛayer without ceaſing, defire him to continue theſe his lo⸗ 
ning faudurs towardes his pooꝛe affiicted Church. And con- 
trarpwiſe to confound and onerth2owe all the deſeings of this 
obſtinate and bloud⸗thirſtie Archduke, with all others his ad- 
herents and partakers, who ſerk and pꝛadiſe all meancs poſſts 
ble (as Molues both by day and night) to deuoure, and ſhedde 
the blond of the little flocke of Jeſug Chziſt, Amen.
